Indianapolis, June 5.—Colonel John 
C. New, one of the "g rand old m en” 
of the Republican party in Indiana, 
died here late Monday afternoon a t his 
hom e on North Pennsy lvania street 
a fte r an illness of nearly a y ear. 
He 
was a victim of liver trouble, which 
finally resulted in dropsy . 
Colonel 
New was seventy -five y ears of ag e 
and the last of a g alax y of g reat men 
th at were closely identified with the 
g row th of Indiana during the last half 
century . 
At the deathbed w ere Cap­ 
tain H arry S. New, his son, who is 
vice chairm an of the Republican na­ 
tional com m ittee; his wife, and daug h­ 
ter, Mrs. E rnest Burford of this city . 
Mrs. W. R. McKeen, his other daug h­ 
ter, did not arrive before his death. 
His fam ily knew th at he was falling 
rapidly , but a week ag o Captain New 
was planning to take him to th eir sum ­ 
m er home at Charlevoix , Mich. 
His 
death was a g reat shock to his many 
friends, who had not ex pected It so 
soon. 
Colonel New was active in politics 
from the tim e he becam e a voter until 
the defeat of G eneral H arrison for 
president In 18 9 2. 
He attained his 
g reatest 
prom inence 
in 
connection 
with 
the H arrison cam paig ns. 
He 
probably had m ore to do with m aking 
General H arrison president than any 
other man. 
He launched his boom 
and kept It alive until he w^s nom inat­ 
ed. At the start of General H arrison’s 
second cam paig n he told him frankly 
that he could be nom inated but not 
elected. 
Colonel New retired with 
President H arrison and had not par­ 
ticipated in public affairs here for sev­ 
eral veers.

A rtm an in a decision in the case of the 
state ag ainst A. C. Daily , who as au­ 
ditor of state, wras charg ed with re­ 
taining certain fees to which he was 
not entitled, found for the state on 
every proposition raised by Mr. Dally 
In the third parag raph of his answ er 
to the com plaint 
The defendant contended th at he 
retained 10 per cent fees on foreig n 
insurance tax collection as a part of 
leg itim ate em olum ents of his office, 
aud as com pensation for services ren­ 
dered by him in the perform ance of 
his official duties; th at the letter of 
statute 
authorized 
the 
pay m ent of 
such foreig n insurance tax es to him 
as auditor and authorized th e receipt 
of the sam e as such auditor by him ; 
th at If the letter of the statute did 
not 
m ake 
such 
foreig n 
insurance 
tax es pay able to him as auditor, y et 
by reason of departm ental interp reta­ 
tion. from the date of the enactm ent 
of such statute until Jan. 1, 19 06 , it 
has become the settled law of the state 
th at 
such 
foreig n 
insurance 
tax es 
were pay able to the auditor. 
The court holds th at the statute 
does not authorize the auditor to col­ 
lect the foreig n Insurance tax es and 
that the act of 18 9 1 did not fix the fee 
erf 10 per cent for his services in col­ 
lecting these tax es. 
The court fur­ 
ther holds th at the statute involved 
does not present a case for depart­ 
m ental construction; th at the statute 
is plain, clear and unam big uous: th at 
ft does not need an interpretation and 
th at it clearly specifies thal such mon­ 
ey s m ust be paid into the state treas­ 
ury . 
The decision covers fourteen ty pe­ 
w ritten pag es. 
The am ount of fees, 
tog ether with Interest and penalties, 
which is claim ed Mr. Daily owes the 
state is over $30,000.

June 5.—W hile a 
dance was in prog ress in Point tow n­ 
ship. Posey county , Wralter Ging er, 
nineteen y ears old. shot Fred Dunn, 
twenty -five y ears old, in the head, in­ 
flicting a bad wound. 
T here was a 
q uarrel, in which' Dunn advanced on 
G ing er with a club. 
The shooting fol­ 
lowed. 
Ging er claim s to have acted 
in self-defense, and he im m ediately 
surrendered to the a utho rities, 


W hat to do this snm m er is the m ain 
q uestion th a t now 
confronts m any 
boy s in R ushville, bovs betw een the 
ag es of tw elve and tw enty w ho are 
out of school w ith three m onths of 
vacation from school w ork before them . 
For the m ajority of these boy s, a g ood 
job w onld look better now than a ny ­ 
th ing in the w orld and m erchants and 
shop forem en are having m any ap p li­ 
cations every day for ‘‘som ething to 
do.” 
R ushville does not afford the oppor­ 
tunities th a t there are in a big city 
for a bov to find work. 
T here are not 
m any factories here th a t employ boy s 
in the snm m er and all oth er lines of 
business are more or less dull during 
June, 
July and A ug ust, 
but most 
every boy finds som ething to do, and it 
is a hard week for men who have pos­ 
sible positions to be filled, as soon as 
school closes. 
Boy s’ tastes differ g reatly and they 
alw ay s m ake for the place w here they 
would like to work, first. 
M any like 
to *be 
in a store, 
clerking , others, 
y oung er boy s, do not m ind driving 
delivery wag ons aud in fact, th is work 
is m uch soug ht after. 
O thers work 
in the foundry and others w ill play 
“ ja nitor” or some establishm ent or 
a w eekly pocketul'of spending money . 
Most boy s, how ever, whose fathers 
are in a position to g ive them som e­ 
th ing to do, w ork for the head of the 
fam ily . O thers w ant to be independent 
and strike out for them selves. 
A ny ­ 
th ing g oes, because there is alw ay s a 
lot g oing on in the sum m er, and m on­ 
ey m ust be earned before it is spent, 
according to boy philosophy . 
Some boy s g o to the country and 
work on farm s. 
These are ilot m any , 
how ever, as farm ing is too tam e, un­ 
less they have to do it. 
D riving a 
wag on at three dollars per week looks 
better than a dollar a day and board 
if the la tte r is outside tow n. 
M ost 
school boy s do not m ake larg e wag es, 
ba t usually enoug h so th a t they can 
feel a little independent a t circus tim e 
and w hen there is a base ball g ame. 
The traction line is proving a God 
send to the school boy s who are h unt­ 
ing work. 
Several hig h schools w ent 
to work on the traction line M onday 
and m ore w ill beg in w ork tom orrow . 
The older boy s act as tim e keepers and j 
sim ilar officials w hile the y oung er boy s 
carry w ater for the laborers. 
R ushville 
colleg e students are re­ 
turning hom e and they are looking for 
places 
Several of the colleg e students 
w ill take positions a t the car barns or 
the pow er house. 


El Paso, Tex ., Juno 5.—Francisco 
Mallen, Mex ican consul at El Paso, 
has g iven the following statem ent to 
the press;

The Mex ican officials are now 
in absolute control, and so q uiet Is 
the situation th at Governor Ysabel 
has returned to Hermosillo, leaving 
General T orres and Colonel Kester- 
lltzsky in command. 
“The Mex ican g overnm ent will not 
censure Governor Ysabel for taking 
arm ed Am ericans to Cananea, as they 
w ere not Am erican troops and it was 
a tim e for action. 
Men were needed 
in C ananea to restore peace and the 
A m ericans 
volunteered. 
Governor 
Ysabel accepted them pending the a r­ 
rival of the Mex ican troops. 
The trou­ 
ble at Naco betw een A m ericans and 
the Mex ican officers Friday nig ht was 
sim ply a m istake of somebody and is 
deplorable, hut I am satisfied th at it 
is ended. 
T here was no org anized a t­ 
tem pt as I understand, of arm ed men 
to force them selves into Mex ico. 
I 
think the Incident Is closed.” 
The troops sent from C hihuahua last 
Saturday are still camped in Ciudad 
Juarez, opposite El Paso, and it is 
said they will not g o to Cananea. al­ 
thoug h 
having 
perm ission 
to

throug h the United States. 
G eneral McCaskey , com m anding the 
jepartm ent of Tex as, will ream here 
today from San Antonio, but it is said 
chat his trip is m erely for inspection.

Tw o neg roes who had been em ploy ed 
but about, a week on the traction line 
at tiie W illiam s creek camp, made a 
bold attem p t to hold up and rob four 
other colored m en in one of the tents 
y esterday m orning and in a skirm ish 
th a t 
follow ed, one m an was shot. 
Tho nam es of [th e ftw o neg ro« « who 
m ade the holdup couldf not be learned 
as they escaped from the cam p afte r 
securing forty fike cents and shooting 
one of the men. 
Sheriff Jeffrey received a telephone 
call shortly after the hold up, to come 
out to the camp. 
D eputy Sheriff D an 
Jeffrey and Officer G ray im m ediatey 
started out to the cam p but w ere un­ 
able 
to find the 
tw o 
desperadoes 
w hen they arrived there. 
T he tw o 
neg roes had started out throug h the 
woods tow ard R ushville and althoug h 
an effort was m ade to locate them the 
officers were not successful. 
As told by one of the colored m en 
who was in the tent w here the attem pt 
a t hold up was m ade, th e tw o neg roes 
came in upon them , each w ith a revol­ 
ver in his hand and com m anding them 
to hand over th eir money . 
One of the 
men forked over forty -five cents w hich 
was all he had. and as they turned th e ir 
g nus upon the other three men, ono 
in the crow d started to run. 
As he 
darted out of the te nt tw o shots w ere 
fired a fte r him , one of them taking 
effect in his left arm . 
Tii© tw o des­ 
peradoes then started out of the cam p 
as fast as they could run. 
The color­ 
ed m an who was shot in the arm suff­ 
ered q uite a bad bullet w ound hut it 
is thoug ht not to be serious. 
He w ent 
to G lenw ood afterw ards and a p h y si­ 
cian there dressed his wound.

MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 


General Miles Knew Abo ut Bad Beef 


All the Time. 


K ansas City, June 5.—G eneral Nel­ 
son A. Miles, who is here on his way 
to Colorado, said: “The disclosures 
about beef and other pack ing-house 
products now being exploited are no 
news to me. 
I k new it seven years 
ago. 
I told what I k new then. 
Had 
the m atter been tak en up at that tim e 
thousands of lives would have been 
saved. 
The adulteration of food prod­ 
ucts is the collossal crim e of the times. 
“I believe that 3,000 United States 
soldiers lost their lives because of 
adulterate, im pure, poisonous m e a t 
T here is no way of estim ating the 
num ber of soldiers whose health was 
ruined by eating im pure food. 
I k now 
only of its harvest am ong the soldiers 
and can only guess how m any lives it 
has cost the republic. 
“I have a barrel of testim ony on the 
subject in the way of affidavits that I 
collected when I m ade my investiga­ 
tion seven years ago. 
The investigat­ 
ing com m ittee closed the case and re­ 
fused to hear 
2 ,0 0 0 w itnesses whom I 
had ready. 
At that tim e I could have 
secured the testim ony of 
1 0 0 ,0 0 0 men 
that the canned beef sold to the arm y 
was im pure, adulterated and unwhole­ 
some. 
“In my investigation of ‘em balm ed’ 
beef during the Spanish-Am erican war, 
I found that poisons were being used 
to preserve meat. 
My first intim ation 
of the practice cam e to me in reports 
from com m anding officers to the effect 
that the rations were not wholesome 
and were m ak ing the soldiers sick . 
I ordered an investigation and learned 
from the reports brought to me that 
canned m eats had been sold to the 
arm y that had been for m onths in the 
w arehouses of the Baltim ore & Ohio 
railroad and at the dock s in 
m iverpool. 
“This m eat had been relabeled and 
sold to the United S tates for soldiers’ 
rations. 
I turned the reports over to 
the w ar departm ent and a w hitew ash­ 
ing investigation was instituted and 
successfully carried out. 
The official 
report was that a ‘collossal error’ had 
been made. As a m atter of fact, it was 
a collossal fraud, and the persons who 
perpetrated it and were interested in 
it should have been sent to the peni­ 
tentiary.”

5. — President 
Roosevelt has sent to congress a spe­ 
cial m essage concerning conditions in 
the Chicago stock yards, transm itting 
with the sam e the report of Jam es 
Bronson Reynolds and Com m issioner 
C harles P. Neill, the special com m it­ 
tee whom he appointed to investigate 
into the conditions in the stock yards 
of Chicago. 
“This report,” says the president, “is 
of a prelim inary nature. 
I subm it it 
now 
because it 
shows, the 
urgent 
need of im m ediate action by the con­ 
gress in the direction of providing a 
drastic and thoroughgoing inspection 
by the federal governm ent of all stock ­ 
yards and pack ing houses and of their 
products so far as the latter enter 
into interstate or foreign commerce. 
The conditions shown by even this 
short inspection to exist in the Chi­ 
cago stock yards are revolting. 
It is 
im peratively necessary in the Interest 
of decency that they should be radi­ 
cally changed. U nder the existing law 
It is wholly im possible to secure sa t­ 
isfactory results. 
“The report shows that the stock ­ 
yards and pack ing houses are not k ept 
even reasonably clean, and that the 
m ethod of handling and preparing food 
products Is uncleanly and dangerous 
to health. 
U nder existing law the na­ 
tional governm ent has no power to 
enforce inspection of the many forms 
of prepared m eat food products that 
are daily 
going from the 
pack ing 
houses into interstate commerce. 
Ow­ 
ing to an Inadequate appropriation the 
departm ent of agriculture is not even 
able to place inspectors in all estab­ 
lishm ents desiring them . The present 
law prohibits the shipm ent of unin­ 
spected m eat to foreign countries, but 
there is no provision forbidding the 
shipm ent of uninspected m eats in in­ 
terstate com m erce, and thus the ave­ 
nues of Interstate com m erce are left 
open to traffic in diseased or spoiled 
m eats. 
If. as has been alleged on 
seem ingly good authority, fu rther evils 
exist, such as the im proper use of 
chem icals and dyes, the governm ent 
lack s power to rem edy them . 
A law 
is needed which will enable the in­ 
spectors of the general governm ent to 
inspect and supervise from the hoof 
to the can the preparation of the m eat 
food product. 
The evil seem s to be 
much less in the sale of dressed car­ 
casses than in the sale of canned and 
other prepared products. 
“I urge the im m ediate enactm ent 
into law of provisions which will en­ 
able the departm ent of agriculture ad­ 
equately to inspect the meat and m eat 
food products entering into interstate 
com m erce, and to supervise the m eth­ 
ods of preparing the same, and to pre­ 
scribe the sanitary conditions under 
which the work shall be perform ed. 
I 
therefore commend to your favorable 
consideration and urge the enactm ent 
of substantially the provisions k nown 
as senate am endm ent No. 29 to the 
act m ak ing appropriations for the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 19 07, as passed 
by the senate, this am endm ent being 
commonly k nown as the Beveridge 
am endm ent.” 


WHAT THEY FOUND 


Repo rt 
o f 
the 
President’s 
Special 
Co mmissio ners. 
The report of J. B. Reynolds and 
Com m issioner Neill to the president 
on conditions in the Chicago stock ­ 
yards says that two and a half week s 
were spent in the investigation in Chi­ 
cago, during which “we went through 
the principal pack ing houses in the 
stock yards district, together with a 
few of the sm aller ones. 
A day was 
spent by Mr. Reynolds in New York 
city in the investigation of its leading 
slaughter houses.” 
The report says 
that in m any of 
the rooms w here 
w ater is used freely the floors are 
soak ed and slim y and the dark and 
dingy rooms are naturally not k ept 
suitably clean. 
An absence of clean­ 
liness was found everyw here in the 
handling of m eat being prepared for 
the various m eat food products. 
The 
parts that are sent from the cooling 
room to these departm ents w here va­ 
rious forms of m eat products are pre­ 
pared. are handled with no regard 
w hatever for cleanliness 
The w oik 
ers clim b over heaps of m eat, select 
the pieces they wish and frequently 
throw them down upon the dirty floor 
beside their bench. 
“In a word,” the report adds, “we 
saw m eat shoveled from filthy wooden 
floors, piled on tables rarely washed, 
pushed from room to room in rotten 
box-carts. in ail of which processes it 
was in the way of gathering dirt, splin­ 
ters and floor filth. 
It was alw ays the 
reply that this m eat would afterw ard 
be cook ed, and that this sterilization 
r r i ’d prevent any danger from Its 


use. 
A very considerable portion of 
the m eat 
« 0 handled is sent out as 
smok ed products and in the form of 
sausages, which are prepared to be 
eaten w ithout being cook ed. 
“A particularly glaring instance of 
uncleanliness was found in a room 
w here the best grade of sausage was 
being prepared for export.” 
The report says that the radical de­ 
fect in the inspection system is that 
it is dom inated a t present by law to 
passing on the healthfulness of ani­ 
mals at the tim e of k illing, but that 
the m eat that is used in sausage and 
the various form s of canned products 
and other prepared m eat foods goes 
through 
many processes, in all of 
which there is possibility of contam ­ 
ination through unsanitary handling 
and further danger through the use 
of chem icals. 
During all these pro­ 
cesses there is no governm ent inspec­ 
tion, although these products when 
sent out bear a label stating they have 
been passed upon by governm ent in­ 
spectors. The report arraigns the san­ 
itary provisions in the buildings as 
abom inable and says the men and 
women plunge their unwashed hands 
into the m eat to be converted into 
food products. 
The report says the 
burden of protecting the cleanliness 
and w holesom eness of the products 
and the health of the w ork ers and im­ 
proving the conditions m ust fall upon 
the national governm ent. 
D epartm ent superintendents “seem 
to ignore all considerations except the 
account book ,” and proper care of the 
products and of the health and com­ 
fort of em ployes is impossible, and 
the consum er consequently * suffers. 
Tuberculosis victim s expectorate on 
the spongy wooden floors of t§ e dark 
work room s, îfom which falling scraps 
of m eat are later shoveled up to be 
converted into food products. 
“Even 
the ordinary decencies of life are 
com pletely ignored,” says the report in 
discussing the arrangem ents for men 
and women employes. 
The report 
says: 
“The whole situation as we saw it 
in these huge establishm ents tends 
necessarily and inevitably to the mor­ 
al degradation of thousands of work ­ 
ers. who are forced to spend thetr 
work ing hours under conditions that 
are entirely unnecessary and unpar­ 
donable and which are a constant m en­ 
ace not only to their own health, but 
to the health of those who use the 
food products prepared by them .” 


Packers Hav e a Wo rd. 
Chicago, June 5.— Eight of the big 
park ing establishm ents in Chicago is­ 
sued a Joint statem ent last night re­ 
plying to the charges m ade in the 
Neill-Reynolds report of their investi­ 
gation of the pack ing plans and Pres 
ident Roosevelt’s m essage to congress, 
in this statem ent the pack ers declare 
that their plants are k ept clean; their 
m ethods of m anufacture are sanitary; 
their products wholesome and that for 
years doctors, chem isrs. sanitarians 
and official investigators from prac­ 
tically every civilized nation on earth, 
who have made exam ination of the 
m anner in which the m eat-pack ing 
plants are conducted have been en­ 
tirely satisfied in every instance with 
the conditions existing in this indus­ 
try. 
Despite this fact the pack ers as- 
j sert that they stand ready to adopt 
any practical suggestion in the line 
of im provem ent
